LUSITANIA SETTLEMENT

EXPECTED BY OFFICIALS

Hope Based on Prospects of Early Ad-

justment of Frye Case with
Germany.

With indications of an early adjustment
of the controversy with Germany over
the Frye incident to be followed by a set-

tlement of the Lusitan:a case, this gov-

ernment's reply to the German note re-

garding the sinking of the William P.
Frye by the Prinz Eitel Friedrich will go
forward to Berlin within twenty-fou-r
hours.

The reply of the United States was sent
to the President by the State Department
yesterday. Officials of the department say
the two governments are now in accord
on matters heretofore In dispute regard-
ing the Frye case and its settlement fore-
shadows almost inevitably an agreement
in the case of the Lusitania.

They spy that the statements of posi-
tion by Germany in the Arabic note cov-
ered definitely and favorably an answer
to the American demand as to the Will-
iam P. Frye, and that by the strongest
degree of Inference the Arabic note also
showed the way for a similar settlement
of the Lusitania controversy.
